technology. Before we ^mt work on mi application, our office will provide you with a fimi estimate 
which will not be exceeded, absent extraordinary circumstances or additional disclosures from the 
inventor not prcvioiisly discussed. 

An aUemative to a rogulcix utility application is a provisional application, wiiich is similar to 
a regular utility application used to establish an early tiling date. Th*^ sovcmmcnt filing fee for a 
provisional application is S7S to SI SO and our professional fees vary on the extent of the disclosure. 
In order to assure that the provisional contains the necessary disclosure, we often prepare 
provisionals exactly the same sus regul^ utility applications, except we do not iticludc the claim 
language, A provisional application is not examined and must be rcfilcd as a regular utility 
application within one (1) year of filing. Please call u$ formore infonnaiion regardii^g the effect of 
provisioniil filing. 

Approximately six to twelve months from the filing date of a rcsular utility application, we 
can (?xpect to receive an Office Action from tiic Patent Office setting forth certain rejecdons or 
objections of the application. If you instruct us to respond ro the Office Action, the charges for our 
services in connection with the preparation of a response can range fioin about S500 to S2,000 or 
more Jeptmding upon the complexity of the issues raified in the Office Action. Failure to respond 
to an Action will result in abandonment of the application. If the application is allowed by tlie Patent 
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OmcG, an issue and processing fee will be payable shortly thereailcr. Maiatennacc fees will bo 
required periodically to maintain the patent.

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Technical Disclosures for Computer-Related Inveotions: 
A Guide for Inventors 

As ail inventor, year paiticipation in the patent application process is very in)poi1ant. In fact, 
in order xo make the patenting process work smoothly and efficicnciy, the mventor sliould prepare 
a demibd tecl^iical disclosure of the inventioa to provide the patent niiorney with the necessary 
inibrmaiion lo prepare and file a patent applicadon. However, th«re otc strict rwiuiremonts with 
respect to die technical disclosure necessary forparenl applications oFwhich most iiivcntors arc not 
aware. This document outlines these rtsquirements tor yoiiriechnical disclosure. 

In order to assist your patent attorney in preparing the technical disclosure for your 
appliccjtiotv you must ensure thoX the disclosure you provide includes a complete and full description 
of the invcmion in sufficient dtrtail to enable a person skilled in the art to practice die invention 
widiout undue experimentation. According to Section 1 12 of the pait?nt statutes, such a deiscripiion 
must contain: 

"... a written dc.^cript jon of the tnvenrion, and of,thc;..ri ;i3rnvjr imd proc e?;,^ of Oj alcitig 
^md ufiiTig it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any p^irson 
skilled in the an to which it pertains, or with which it is most ncnrly conncct<jd, to 
mak^j and use, the smno, and shall set forth the best moda contempiatcd by the 
inventor of carrying out hi;? invention/* 

As set forth in the statute referenced above, the description for tlie applicr.ition must be 
sufficient in detail to en;3ihie rcp^iocinctiioiii of the invention by one skilled in the ait without undua 
experimentation and it must provide the best mode of practicisig the inveniion, including any 
drawings that may be required. Basically, your yoal is to disclose clearly everything you can think 
of about your invention. La case of doubt as to whether or not to include an item of inrormatiqn, put 
it in. If you have several embodiments of your invention, make sure yo\i include ilie "best" one. 
You ordinarily do not have to include dimensions, materials, brand muncs, or value!? of components, 
since the skilled artisan is expected to have a working knowledge of these itenis. However, if ar\y 
of these are critical lo the performance of your invention or axe at all unusufil, ihoy must be included. 
(If in doubt, include specific infomiation). 
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The actual descnption is preferably organized by first describing the siatk_nfiYsica]

You should try to identily and include in the description alternate embodiments to nssist your patcni ^ 

aiiomey ni drafting claims of sufficient scope. You should use sketches smd drawings where 0^:5 

ncce4J.<5ary to understand the invention (e.g., circuit diagrams, block diagrams, etc.) and refer to such ^ * 

m your dc£cnption. Each of the parts in the figures should be numbered and a .-separate list o f these o/ ^ 

rcterence numerals with the names o f their respective parts should be included in a separate section ^ Q 

for ease of reference. You should cover every part shown in the figuj-es and be sure to use consistent ^ 

temunology, but when you refer to a part for tlio first time, try to include several diilcrent equivalent ^ u_ 

names or altcmaiives to keep your description broad. 72. \j. c\

If your invention also includes g/imputer snftw.^ir.^ nr ^^r>4^_ which may be patentable in 
addition to dcscnhmg the physical structure, you must also descnbe the software accoding to ccitain 
specitic suulclincs for computer-rclated inventions. To satisfy the disclosure requirement, the 
(iisclosurc mu.st enable a skilled anisan to configure iho computer to posset?s the requisite 
Umctionaluy, and, where applicable, mtcrrclate the computer with other elements to yield ihc 
claimed invention, without the exercise of undue experimentation. Tliore arc a number of ways to 
meet such requirements, but the mosi common are: (1) iiatimL^MteiLt:fcrrKle ]ii;ii n<fs fnh| f>cf 
lOlimi, ruid/or (2) flfljififtadS- However, no matter which of the above-lisicd ways you choose, 
you TiT]jjt also include an associated explanation in die written description. 

rf the prograrn is already written, the easiest way to provide the necessary disclosure is to 
supply cithfjr the object qq^C or agtircs Cods lisung as an appendix to the application. CopyTight 
protection for such code listings may be retained, but trade secret protection is generally lost if you 
provide a source code listing. The object code listing, on the other hand, mav adequately protect 
trade secrets m certain source coda and may be preferable to Sustratc potential competition (since 
the code is only readable by a machine and, therefore, cannot be modified by writing new code or 
changing instructions). The difficulty with object code listings, and often with source code listings 
which do not include programmer's cojiunenis, is that such listings do mi provide a very good 
understaiidmg of what the invention acnially does nor do they provide any guidance to the patent 
aiiom?y for drafting the claims. Tha attorney must rely on the associated written description 
provided by the programmer, which is often not struenired or organised. 
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To make such code listings enabling, you will need to explain in Ihc description how lo 
irnplcincnt the listing and any special instructions which may be necessary to implement the 
invention without undue experiniontation (if not readily apparcnr). 1 he expl^mation should detail 
how to configure the computer to perform the requii'cd function and inierrelato with any other 
(Elements to yield the claimed invention For instance, you should state what progriiinniing language 
the listing is in (e.g., how to use it to control the computer or nncroproccssor. what t]^o of 
computer ;>r microprocessor to use it with (e.g., Pentium ]1\ and what hardwiore should be connected 
to the computer, both on the input and output sides as necessaiy. 

FlQWChartjj 

If you choose not to include source code or object code listings, or wish to supplement such 
lisiings, you should provide a detailed flowchart . In fact, most patent attorneys and patent examiners 
prefer flowcharts. The advantage of flowcharts is thai they often provide the backbone for writing 
Lho claims and can be readily referred to by both \hc patent aitomsy during drulUng and by the 
examiner dimng examination. 

Tlie flowchan must bo complete and detailed enough [o enable any reasonably skilled 
prograinmcr to write a program, using only routine skills. The flowchart will be adequate tiven if 
it would take a programmer several months to write the program, so long ds only routine skill and 
not exiraordinary effort will be involved. Unfortunately some nonprocedural pi-o^^rams simply do 
not fit the llowchart mohi [e.g.. object oriented or evont-dnven programs). Another disadvantage 
in lengthy programs is that the fbwchans may overflow onto sep^aie sheets, making cheni diflTcult 
CO follow. Other notations, similar to flowcharts, may be utilised when the program cannot be 
represented by flowcharts, such as program network charts, system resources charts, entiiy- 
relanonship diagrams, object diagrams, object-oriented notation, etc. If an iillcrnate notation better 
suits your prosram, you must make sure such alternate notations are not obscure, otherwise, an 
explanation of the notation will also be required. 

As previously stated, no mauer which way you choose to disclose the so Aware, an associated 
explanation in the written description is required. When explaining ilowchaits, it is best to number 
each process sjiiibol tmd then describe the function it performs. 

V, Canclus ioii 

Keep in mind that including details and altcmaiives crm prove vital later if you have to rely 
on these in order to support and distinguish your invention over a close prior art reference cited by 
the exajnincr. You should be especially sure to expand your description in areas where you feci that 
your invention is novel over the prior art. 

Once your technical description is prepared, keep in mind that new discoveries or methods 
related to the invention should be continuously disclosed to tlie patent attorney as soon as possible 
so that this information can bo included in tlie application, if necessary, to provide tlio broiidcst scope 
possible.
